CHICAGO, June 12.— Four State 
banks In Chicago, with aggregate de- 
posits of $6,411,997 and reported cash 
means of $1,434,692, were taken 
charge of today by the State banking 
department, which closed the bank 
doors and began examination of the 
bank's affairs.

Trust and Savings Bank, the Broad- 
way State Bank, the Illinois State 
Bank and the Ashland and Twelfth 
State Bank, known in financial cir- 
cles as the Lorimer-Munday chain of 
banks.

Bank, the president of which is Wil- 
liam Lorimer, unseated from the 
United States Senate, was the main 
institution, the three others being out- 
lying banks whose balances and re- 
serve were carried to a great extent 
by the La Salle-street bank. 

Chief Examiner Daniel Harkin said 
tonight that he expected to see the 
La Salle-Street Trust and Savings 
Bank open for business next week. 
He declared that he sent examiners 
to the smaller institutions as precau- 
tlonary measures. He insisted that 
there. was no political phase in the 
closing of the banks. 

An examination of the La Salle- 
Street Trust and Savings Bank by 
Harkin two months ago disclosed, he 
said, a quantity of what he regarded 
as sliow assets. The bank officials are 
said by State officials to have pleaded 
for a little time in which to change 
that condition.

NOGALES (Son., Mex.) June 12. 
—lIgnacio Bonillas, Minister of Com- 
munications in Carrange’s Cabinet, 
arrived here today on his ay to 
Hermosillo to settle the Sonora trou-

Maytorena, civil Governor of the 


State, came near being deposed by the 
military faction led by P. Elias Callies, 
but Carranza'’s announcement that he 
would support the Governor, and the 
timely arrival of a band of Yaqui In- 
dians in Hermosillo, saved the day for 
the Maytorena faction. 
Bonillas said he was not at lib- 
erty to give out the exact nature of 
his mission, except that he is dele- 
gated with full power to put an end 
to the trouble in Sonora. He said, 
however, that the trouble arose from 
the Huertista element represented by 
Gov. Maytorena, and that it was an 
effort of the old Federal classes to 
rehabilitate themselves in power. 
“There have been scandalous cases 
of graft in the government of the 
State for some time,” he said. Bonil- 
las leaves here tomorrow for Her- 
mosillo.

NEARING CRISIS. 


Break With Carranza May 
Defeat Peace Plan. 


Victorious Rebel General Is 
Kept in Background. 


Natera’s Army Is Battering 
Away at Zacatecas. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
EL, PASO, June 12.—The Constitu- 
tionalists continue to make military 
progress which will enforce further 
their dominant position in demanding 
certain diplomatic advantages over 
the central government at Mexico 
City. 
The only menace to this supposed 
plan today was the rumors, partially 
admitted by those in official touch 
with the situation, that the long sus- 
pected estrangement between Carran- 
za and Gen. Villa rapidly Was near- 
ing a crisis. 
Villa, to whose credit is given near- 
ly all the recent successes of the rev- 
olution, remains at Torreon, viewing 
the efforts of Gen. Panfilo Natera, a 
recent appointee of Carranza’s, to take 
Zacatecas. Reports from the south 
today indicated that Villa had shown 
great resentment at Carranza’s recent 
attitude toward him, especially in the 
Natera appointment. 
Carranza issued an order tonight to 
Gen. Villa that he proceed from Tor- 
reon to the assistance of Gen. Natera 
in his attack on Zacatecas. This was 
announced officially here, and was 
taken as having direct bearing on the 
relation between Villa, as command- 
ing the northern military zone, and 
Natera, ay head of the newly-created 
central zone, and their mutual rela- 
tion with Carranza as commander-in 
ehief of all Constitutionalist forces. 
An official bulletin today announced 
that Domingo Arrieta, one of the Ar- 
rieta brothers of Durango, was in 
command of 4000 men assisting Na- 
tera’s troops in the Zacatecas attack. 
The Arrieta brothers for some time 
have been reported as operating with- 
out Villa's co-operation. 
Delay ‘is the basis of Carranza’s pol- 
icv. according to information received 
here tonight. 
The important cities of Mazatlan, on 
the West Coast, and Zacatecas, in 
Central Mexico, are being attacked 
and the investment of San Luis Potost, 
it was-said, wag becoming menacing 
to the Federal defenders. 
Two of the semil-officially an- 
nounced delegates of the Mexican rev- 
olutionists, Luis Cabrera and Jose 
Vasconcelos, are in the United States 
within a short trip of Niagara Falls. 
Fernando Iglesias Calderon, leader of 
the Liberal party, the third man of 
the Revolutionists’' Commission, still is 
with the Constitutionalist commander- 
in-chief at Saltillo. He could not 
reach Niagara in much less than a 
week.

The growing apprehension § that 
Mrs. CC. Taylor of No. 210 South Cur- 
tis avenue, Alhambra, has felt re- 
garding the safety of her brother, 
Charles P. L. Balcombe, who was last 
heard from in March, while at work 
in a mine near Mexico City, was qui- 
eted yesterday by news which reached 
her threugh Charles Black, of No. 
116% East Fifth street, a friend of 


Mr. Balcombe. be 
Mr. Black, who reached Los Ange- 
les from Mexico Wednesday, saw the 
notice in yesterday's Times that Mrs. 
Taylor«feared her brother was in 
some Mexican prison, all her efforts 
to communicate with him since March 
having been futile. Mr. Black imme- 
diately cormimunicated with The Times 
and in this way Mrs. Taylor heard for 
the first time yesterday that her 
brother was not only safe and well 
but was on his way to England, hav- 
‘ng sailed from Port of Mexico on the 
Monterey the latter part of May. 

According to Mr. Black, all the 
American and English bosses—about 
400—-who were at work in the three 
English mines in El Oro mining dis- 
trict, near Mexico City, were ordered 
to vacate shortly after the capture 
of Vera Cruz by the Americans, Three 
machine guns and a store of ammuni. 
tion which the English companies 
owned were confiscated by the Mexi- 
can Federals and the 400 Americans 
and Englishmen left on three special 
traing for Mexico City, where they re- 
mained a month, and then embarked 
for the United States the last of May, 
only a few remaining in Mexico, Mr. 
Black says that Mr. Balcombe was 
among those to leave the mines. He 
says he enjoyed a number of pleasnt 
evenings with him at the British Club 
in Mexico City during May, and that 
shortly before he left for the United 
States Mr. Balcombe showed him a 
letter from his company stating that 
he could have a month's vacation cn 
full pay and could leave Mexico, At 
this time, says Mr. Black, Mr. Bal- 
combe decided to visit England. 

Mr. Black, who has been in Mexico 
for the past vear, says that American 
citizens are in no danger except in 
certain localities. All Americans in 
Mexico City, he says, are as safe as if 
in Los Angeles. 

He says that both he and Mr. Bal- 
combe on many ocasions when in 
charge of night work at the mines, 
had been alone with 600 Mexican 
miners and that they never deemed it 
necessary to go armed, even in the 
lower levels, 

Mr. Black says he will return to 
Mexico when the trouble has been 
settled.

Greek territory. A guarantee also is

Turkey has qa 23,000-ton battleship 
ordered and a 25,500-ton ship which 
she bought from Brazil, which is be- 
ing reconstructed in an English yard 
and which will be ready for commis- 
sion at the end of the summer. 

Greece has a battleship building in 
Germany, but it will take two years to 
complete it and should she obtain the

This ex- 
change acts as a clearinghouse only 
for shipments of its members and 
does not sell the product, this being 
done by each individual company, but 
daily shipments are apportioned to 
each market in proportion to its 
known capacity, thereby avoiding 
overloading one market and famish- 
ing another. 

“In this way a more uniform price 
naturally rules, i of one sec- 
tion being con:pelled to pay exprbi- 
tant priags on account of the lack of 
supply and another section having an 
oversupply which it cannot consume, 
the product going to waste. We deny 
abeolutelv that there is any attempt 
to set prices at which the product 
is sold or that this ise a trust. Mem- 
bers of this exchange control only

FRUIT INQUIRY 
BEGUN IN CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, June 12.—The 
grand jury today began an investiga- 
tion into the alleged combination of 
commission merchants throughout the 
country to eontrol prices of fruits and 
vegetables. 

Criminal prosecution is sought by 
Dist.-Atty. Wilkerson. Witnesses in- 
cluded Chicago commission merchants 
and testimony is said to have con- 
cerned the operations of the Western 
Cantaloupe Exchange through two 
boards of control, one here and one 
in Brawley, Cal. 

It is said the Attorney-General has 
directed a grand jury investigation in 
New York, Pittsburgh, Kansas City 
and Denver, as well as Chicago. 


FRUIT WORLD'S COMMENT. 
TIP TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


The Western Fruit World of Los 
Angeles iast night made the: follow- 
ing statement: 

“News dispatches today tell of the 
suit instituted at Chicago against the 
Western Cantaloupe Exchange by the 
government, charging that there is 
an organization for the fixing of prices 
on cantaloupes regardless of the crop, 
and that the association, in order to 
hold up the prices of cantaloupes, does 
not gather the entire crop. 

“There is just one thing certain in 
the equities of this case and that cen- 
ters on the government's liability to 
guarantee the freight charges if the 
entire crop is shipped. 

“The freight rates on melons are 
enormous. 

“The shippers cannot tell how they 
are coming out on prices for ten 
days, at which time they have thou- 
sands of cars rolling. 

‘Sf the government is to force 
growers and shippers to send all of 
their crop to market—the government 
surely will be willing to stand the 
red ink on deficient freight charges. 
“Orange growers will watch this 
suit with interest. 

“Perhaps the government will in- 
sist on our sending every cull orange 
to market so as to prevent any rev- 
enue being obtained for the first qual- 
ity goods.”

RGES REFORM 
OF VOLUNTEERS. 


EARL PERCY SAYS THEY CANNOT 
REPEL INVADERS. 


Mouth Would Not Water to En- 
gage in Enterprise. 
[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCT. | 

LONDON, May 30.-——The British 
territorial army, which is made up 
ef volunteers ready to defend their 
fatherland when the regular army is 
overseas, has come in for a great 
deal of criticism in Parllament» Ac- 
cording to some critics, such as Ear! 
Percy, it needs a good measure of 
reform before it is fit to be spoken 
of as an army at all. 

The great test experts seek to ap- 
ply to it today ts this—could it re. 
sist a foreign invasion of 70,000 men? 
The British Secretary of Wer con- 
fdently declares that it could, but 
Earl Percy says he is wrong—it could 


not. 
“Let us,” urges the Earl, “suppose 
that, instead of 70,000, a landing takes 
place of a half, or even a third, of 
that number in England. Now, the 
object of such a raid would be not 
to conquer the country, but to dea) 


such a blow as to make it worth while 


to risk the loss of that number of 
men. It would be in the nature of a 
forlorn hope. 

“If it can be shown that a force, 
say, of 25,000 men, before being 
forced to surrender—supposing such 
a fate were ultimately to overtake it 
—might endanger London, might pro- 
duce the starvation of millions in the 
Sreat English cities, and that In any 
case it would, for a considerable pe- 
riod, have ‘the run of its teeth’ in 
England, then it is obvious that the 
territorial army is unfit for its work, 
and British strategy will be paralyzed 
by the enforced retention at home of 
the regular army. 

“Let us suppose, however, that this 
landing takes place on the coast of 
Essex. The enemy will be at a dis- 
tance of certainly not more than sixty 
miles from London. The territorials 
are to provide, according to experts, 
a ‘swiftiy-moving central field force.’ 
Sir Ian Hamilton, a famous British 
general, tells us that if called on at 
short notice it must be in a superior- 
ity of three to one; if, after six 
months’ preparation, it should be half 
as strong again as the enemy. No- 
body knows on what this estimate is 
based, but let us take it for what it 
is worth. This central field force 
must, in the case we are consider- 
ing, number either 75,000, or at least 
37,500. In either case it will have 
practically no regular officers left, as 
they would be withdrawn very soon 
for the requirements of the regular 
army. 

“Sir Ian Hamilton makes a further 
condition as to their mode of em- 

loyment. ‘They must be gently 

andied, and not marched off their 
legs,’ and ‘the fate of England must 
not be staked on one battle fought 
over open ground.’ But this gives up 
the whole case. 

“Just let us see what it means. The. 
English government hears that the 
landing has taken place. but the ob- 
jective of the force cannot be known 
atonce. It is only a distance three 
days’ marching from London, perhaps 
& good deal leas, but there are two 
main objectives. One is, of course, 
London; the other would be to march 
Gue west across the main railroad 
tracks connecting the industrial cen- 
ters of the Midlands with London. 
In the latter case a mobile,force ably 
handled might feel confideht of beat- 
ing in detail the ill-trained raw troops 
which would be brought against it 
from different directions. 

“Moreover, it would be the primary 
object of the enemy to mislead the 
English. In all probability they would 
Geciare their intention of marching in 
a<ertain direction and would even set 
out In that direction, afterwards a!- 
tering their course in order to induce 
the British forces to concentrate in 
a different quarter from that which 
was threatened. This would entail 
great delay”before final orders could

“If the enemy were found to be 

marching on London it would then 
become necessary to concentrate the 
force in the greatest haste to the 
northeast of the capital. Some of 
them would have to be brought from 
great distances. The details would 
have to be arranged by improvised 
staffs having no experience of the 
work. There would be inevitable de- 
lays and confusion, and by the time 
the troops reached the points of con- 
centration they would harassed 
and fatigued. 
“The chances of a raid under such 
conditions are so manifold and have 
so many possibilities, al! offering great 
resuits, that it ts safe to say there is 
no German feneral worth his salt 
whose mouth would. not water at the 
prospect of such an enterprise.”

DRESSED AS BOY, 
HELPED ROBBER. 


Widow of a Suicide Gives 
History of Misdeeds. 


Admits She Took Part in San 
Francisco Hold-U ps. 


Factions of Clifton Republic- 
ans Favor Peace Plan. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 9.—Last 
Weinesday at Stockton, Cal., Jack 
Folmer, alias Bud Lambert, alias 
Earl Sweetwater, committed suicide 
in jail after arrest on a charge of car- 
rying concealed weapons. Today, 
Folmer's wife, better locally known 
as Grace Thompson, was brought back 
from Stockton, here to be tried on 
several charges of passing worthless 
checks. She is only 19 years old and 
very pretty. 

It was she who caused the arrest of 
her husband, who had maltreated her, 
end she explaing the suicide by ihe 
statement that Folmer was ever ‘n 
apprehension of arrest for the mur- 
der of a man and woman in Portiand, 
Ur., and that he carried with him 
constantly a small vial of cyanide, for 
use whenever the gallows seemed to 
loom near. 

She denies none of the crimes 
charged against her and adds the 
chronicle of many more, pleading, 
however, that she had been forced by 
Folmer. She says she married Fol- 
mer in San Francisco after s¢para- 
tion from a former husband. Around 
San Francisco, disguised as a boy, she 
states she helped Folmer in a num- 
ber of highway robberies, but it ap- 
pears also that the woman was an in- 
mate of disorderly houses at a num- 
ber of Coast points. 

After a brief separation the couple 
accitJentally were thrown together 
again in Phoenix, where they _§re- 
sumed their former relations, though 
Folmer told the woman their mar- 
riage was not legal. Here she claims 
to have participated in a number of 
“hold-ups,” some of them unknown to 
the Sheriff's office, as well as the roo- 
bery of several residences. The pass- 
ing of $300 in worthless checks is 1d - 
mitted almost with pride, for she says 
she never failed to find money when- 
ever she went after it.

Chauffeur Accidentally Shoot« 
Friend With Revolver While Play- 
ing With Weapons—Boy Had Ar- 
ranged to Go to Southern Republic

While Klich showed how he would 
kill any Mexican that interfered, his 
companion picked up an “unloaded” 
weapon and pulled the trigger with- 
out making an examination to see if 
all the cartridges had been removed. 
The bullet passed through the left 
wrist of young Klich and then passed 
into the abdomen, where it penetrated 
Vital organs. While being placed on 
the operating table the victim ab- 
solved his friend of all blame and 
later declared that the shooting was 
accidental, This was corroborated by 
the evidence unearthed by the offi- 
cers. Truss was released, 

Klich lives with his mother, pro-

Is A CLASS STRIFE COMING? 

Terse Comments on the Uniform 
Prayer Meeting Topic -.of the 
Young People’s Societies—Chris- 
tian Endeavor, etc.—for June 14. 
“How Employers_and Employees 
Should Work Together.”—Col. 3; 
22-25; 4:1. 


; Nobody is truly awake to his times 
who ts not aware that a class war 


threatens civilization. The gulf be- 
tween the wage-earners and the em- 
ployers is already a wide one: and 
many observers declare that in this 
western world, as in Europe, it is 
growing wider. Both sides display, in 
conspicuous instances, unrestrained 
bitterness, and conduct that is in- 
dubitably lawless. The recent revela- 
tions in Washington of the National 
Association of Manufacturers quite 
match the conscienceless plottings of 
the McNamara dynamiters. Both pot 
and kettle are black. Accusations 
may fairly be made by both sides. 
That way, however, lies the mischief. 
There is too much wholesale denun- 
cilation—all of which promotes dan- 
gerous class consciousness—and too 
little self-restrained and dispassion- 
ate effort to find out all the facts 
and a solid basis of justice. At the 
outset, let it be clearly and strongly 
stated that whosoever rails against 
any group of -his fellow-citizens, be 
he an employer denouncing labor 
unions or a workingman denouncing 
capital, is hurting his own case and 
the common weal as well. Calling 
names never brought justice: and it 
is a childish way for mature men to 
deal with an issue of gravest import. 

Generalizations are always unsafe; 
and in the field of industrial question 
they are positively dangerous. 

A recent scholarly writer upon the 
life of Jesus suggests that probably 
the Man of Nazareth was a master 
carpenter, an employer of labor. The 
skill with which he handled men, and 
the readiness of other men to follow 
him, and his frequent assumption of 


the standpoint of the employer in his 
parables, are cited as possible war- 
rant for this conclusion. The con- 
jecture is interesting, although mere- 
ly one more illustration of the pro- 
found truth that Christ meets life 
sympathetically on all levela. That 
He was a working carpenter we know 
beyond doubt. He toil with his own 
hands, as did his fat before him. 
That he should have risen, like mil- 
Hons of other workingmen, since, to 
be also an employer of labor, would 
not be surprising. In any case, He 
was not a class Christ. The attempt 
to make Him the representative of 
any particular religious or social 
group is doomed to failure. Jesus un- 
derstands the case of all who labor 
and, are heavy laden; and He knows 
also, as His teachings show, the view- 
point of the master of the house, 
with his industrial responsibilities. 
Jesus is qualified to sit as a mem- 
ber of every conference between em- 
ployer and employed. 


When vital Christianity is on duty 


in both office and shop, there can be 
no insurmountable labor problem. 


A little more sympathy, and a lit- 
fle Jess rancor, on beth sides of 
every industrial dispute, will help to 
an earlier attainment of a common 
understanding. 


The gospel of hate and of confis- 
cation which is being openly preached 
by one extreme group of labor agita- 
tors menaces the welfare of all class- 
es of society, and the integrity of the 
nation itself. Syndicalism and 
sabotage—which mean the class strike 
and the destruction of employer's 
property—are..nothing less than an- 
archical. The saving sense of the 
wholesome American spirit repudiates 
them. 


Certain big truths lie at the base 
of the labor question, and no discus- 
sion of the subject can fairly ignore 
them. One is that in this land there 
are no fixed “classes.”” Most employ- 
ers of labor here were once themselves 
laborers. And there is a constant ad- 
dition of the ex-rich to the world of 
tollers. Forces are at work in this 
western democracy which prevent 
rigid class lines from forming. An- 
other basic truth of great size is that 
not all employers and not all work- 
ingmen are alike. In the former 
group there are men who are hard, 
cold, ruthless, grasping and oppres- 
sive, and in the second, men who are 
lazy, Inefficient and disloyal shirkers. 
Happily, the tale does not end there. 
We all know employers who are 
moved by a deep religious and pa- 
triotic sense of their responsibility, 
and who sacredly, and with real self- 
sacrifice, count the welfare of their 
workers as of more importance than 
their own profits. Likewise there are 
multitudes working for wages who are 
efficient, diligent and faithful, regard- 
ing their employment as their share 
in the great task of world-progress. 
With these facts in mind, no person 
can rall against any class. Intel- 
ligence is the great antidote for bit- 
terness. 


Amos R. Wells has these pertinent 
observations on the topic: 

Those that wish to be fairly paid 
should work fairly. There is as much 
underworking as underpaying. 

The willingness to do occasionally 
more work than one is paid for should 
be met by the willingness occasionally 
to pay for more work than ts done. 

The ideel enterprise is a partner- 
ship with three equal members of the 
firm—the employer, the employee and 
the public. The latter has been a 
sleeping partner. but he is waking up. 

Employer and employee hold two 
ends of a crosscut saw; both must

AY HAVE.” 

If Congress had contented itself 
with simply repealing the Panama tolls ex- 
emption bill and let ft go at that, it might 
have been claimed that the repeal was 
made on purely economic grounds: that it 
was done in order to increase the canal 
revenues and do away with the Subsidizing 
of our ocean marine. 

This would have satisfied the overland 
railroad companies who, by the repeal, are 
enabled to add $1.20 per ton to the freight 
charges on every ton of freight carried be- 
tween the East and the West and the West 
and the East. But it would not have satis- 
fied the British Foreign Office, which fur- 
mished the club that the railroads flour- 
ished over the heads of Wilson and his 
Congress. It was necessary in order to” 
satisfy British demands that the United 
States should acquiesce in the British in- 
terpretation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
and admit that Great Britain has an equal 
right with ourselves to participate in the 
management and contro! of the cana! built 
by our own engineers, with our own money, 
through our own territory. 

This has been done. Congress is on its 
abject knees to Wilson, and Wilsoh is pros- 
trate in the dust at the feet of King George. 

All of which was accomplished by using 
the auxiliary verbs “may have” to qualify 
the verb “has.” Instead of saying in manly 
and unmistakable English “the United 
States does not waive the right it has to 
exempt American ships from the payment 
of tolls through the Panama Canal” or say- 
ing nothing at all on the subject, Congress 
eays “the United States does not waive 
any right it may have to exempt American 
ships from payment of tolls.” 

MAY HAVE? Suppose the Declaration 
of Independence had read “All men may 
have been created free.” Suppose that 
the Constitution provided that taxation 
“may” be equal and uniform. Suppose 
that a real estate deed should declare 
that the grantor “may” be the owner in fee 
of the premises conveyed? What would be 
the effect of a judgment of a court that 
the defendant. “may” be indebted to the 
plaintiff, or the verdict of a jury that the 
accused “may” be guilty? How many eggs 
would a grocer sell who assured his cus- 
tomer that “these eggs ‘may’ be fresh?” 
What would be said of a father who de- 
clared to the world that his daughter “may” 
be virtuous? 

The Times is glad to note that all of the 
Republican Senators from this Coast— 
Jones and Poindexter of Washington, and 
Perkins and Works of California and one 
Democrat—eloquent Henry Ashurst of Ari- 
zona—voted against the “may have” sur- 
render. Pittman of Nevada and Mark Smith 
of Arizona voted, with the Nevada Demo- 
crats, in favor of a surrender to the British 
and railroad combination. The Nevada 
Senators “may” not be so sharply criti- 
cised as the others, for Nevada is a pocket 
borough which has always been railroad 
property — politically, morally, socially, 
financially and commercially. 

But Senator Marcus A. Smith of Arizona 
knew better-and should have done better. 
He was said to be with the interests of his 
State for a time and against the repeal 
bill, and then— 

“Just for a handful of silver he left us, 
That and a ribbon to put on his coat.” 

But he probably won't get the ribbon. for 
the voters of Arizona, of whatever politics, 
are not either railroad satraps or Anglo- 
maniacs, and in November next they will 
simply wipe the ground with Mark. 

The tolls exemption law will be restored, 
if not by the sixty-fourth Congress over- 
riding a veto by Wilson, then by the sixty- 
fifth Congress sustained by Wilson's Re- 
publican successor.

lion. 

CKING THE ROYAL DYNASTY. 
The suffragettes have dealt a vital 
blow to the royal house of England. In 


which has played so sacred, so superstitious 
a part in the crowning of the kings of Eng- 
land since the twelfth century, they have 
awakened all the old wives’ fables, all the 
deep-seated beliefs in the old legends with 
which the stofie is associated. 

For seven centuries the stone has been 
regarded as a symbol of monarchical great- 
ness, integrity, infallibility, ultimate dom!- 
nance in the world of the British kings— 
the emblem of greatness and of safety.- 
So long as the stone remained intact, guard- 
ed and revered, so long would the royal 
house of Britain stand. 

And now, after a history which extends 
back to Jacob’s Dream of biblical history 
in 830 B.C., the stone has been broken— 
the stone upon which Jacob's head is said 
to have rested while he slept. ei 

It is claimed by the historians that this 
stone is absolutely authentic; that it was 


daughter of Zedekiah, who married the 
reigning King of Dan-ite Ulster and be 
came the Princess Royal of Judah. 

And with the stone gone Zedekiah, the 
blind King of the Jews, lost his kingdom 
and was killed. 

It is traced completely down to Kenneth 
McCalpin, King of Scotland, 850 A.D., who 
was a direct descendant of Conn of a Hun- 
dred Battles, whose daughter married into 
the Scottish line. And when Henry II took 
the stone to Scotland in the eleventh cen- 
tury the power of the Irish kings was 
broken. 

It was brought out of Scotland by Ed- 
ward I in 1272 A.D.. when Scottish mon- 
archy began to lose its greatness and which 
was to end in submetgence in England. 

The Sacred Stone has been the great 
symbol upon which the royal houses of 
England have based their claims to heav- 
enly ordination, to divine right. For it 
may not be eenerally known that King 
George V of England has a scientific gen- 
ealozy clear back to Adam and Eve (in- 
cluding Anna, cous'n of the Virgin Mary) 
in which at least half of his subjects im- 
plicitly believe. 

And the Sacred Stone has been the one

of the righteous claim, like a woman's 
wedding ring. 

It will readily be seen, therefore, that 
the suffragettes have attacked the royal 
coronation chair with diabolical subtlety. 

In the practical age of the twentieth cen- 
tury superstition is thought to hold smal! 
Place; but deep in our hearts we are all 
superstitions. The suffragettes have at- 
tacked the throne in a vulnerabie spot, and 
if psychology counts for anything, the oc- 
currence will go far to undermine mon- 
archical assurance in England today. 

Coming as it does when the prerogative 
of the crown has been under such fierce 
fire, when Ulster, which claims to have 
been the first British home of the famous 
stone, is in rebellion after appealing in vain 
to the King to veto the home rule bill, when 
the House of Lords has been shorn of its 
power and its dignity, when the whole world 
is restless and democratic, inclined ‘more 
to anarchy than to monarchy—it is an 
ominous time for the cracking of the Sa- 
cred Stone of Scone. 


ANEKERUPTCY FOR RAILROADS. 

The leading railroad men of the coun- 
try—according to the Washington corre 
spondent of the New York Times—see in 
the proposed anti-trust law a menace of 
bankruptcy for the railroad companies. 
President Lovett of the Union Pacific, 
President Ripley of the Santa Fe and Gen- 
eral Counsel Harris of the New York Cen- 
tral take substantially the same view. 

The Union Pacific owns every share of 
the Oregon Short Line, by which the road 
gets from Salt Lake City to Portland. The 
anti-trust law would prohibit a person frow 


serving On more than one railroad board | 


without the consent of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Under the proposed 
law the Union Pacific and the Oregon Short 
Line could not have the same traffic officers, 
the same president and the head of the 
system could not unify his management. 
The law would prevent the sta idardizing of 
equipment, of maintenance and operation. It 
would mean the turning of the wheels of 
progress backward and destroying the con- 
tinuity of management. 

Should the bill pass and the law be en- 
forced, the New York Central would ter- 
minate at Buffalo, the Pennsylvania would 
be cut in two at Pittsburgh, the Baltimore 
and Ohio would terminate at Parkersburg, 
W. Va., and the Southern Pacific would be 
divided into seven or eight parts. 

Where would be the benefits to the pub- 
Me of divorcing railroad properties and 
breaking up the continuity of man; cement? 

Another objectionable feature of the med- 
dlesome and complicated anti-trust law is 
that which prevents the issuance of new 
securities by a railroad company, except 
whey they are “necessarr in the public 
interest to the proper performance of its 
service to the public.” This provision 
would absolutely prohibit the purchase of a 
branch line, for such purpose could not be 
considered “necessary in the public. inter- 
est to the preper performance of its service 
for the pubtic.” 

It is a practice of all railroads to make 
improvements out of cash on hand and 
afterwards restore this cash to its treasury 
by the sale of bonds. This practice the 
anti-trust. bill would prevent, and a railroad 
company could not sell a bond without first 
obtaining permission from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and stating in ad- 
vance exactly what it proposed to do with 
the money. 

The proposed law would usurp many State 
functions and deny to the railroads the 
right to exercis# privileges given to them 
by the States, while at the same time it 
would not take away the State supervision 
by providing Federal incorporation. 

The law would put a dead stop to the 
construction of new branch lines and roads 
in the wilderness. 

The provisior of the law compelling all 
directors’ meetings to be held in public is 
objectionable. Suppose they wanted to dis- 
cuss the purchase of a branch line, or of 
a coal mine, or how to deal] with a pend- 
ing labor trouble, of what use would it be 
to hold the discussion in a public hall? The 


law would make business secrets impos- | 


sible. 
The trend of legislation by Mr. Wilson's 
caucus-ruled and administration-dominated 


Congress is to place every possible impedi- 
ment in the way of “big business,” to find 
| out what a capitalist wants to do and then 
pass a law to prevent him from doing it. 
| The trust-busting law would check develop- 
ment, would weigh down natural prosperity, 
would pull against natural advance and 
| would result in general disadvantage. 


ILSON’S PSYCHOLOGY. 
President Wilson is enamored of ac- 
ademic phrases, and he thinks probably 
that he has said something at once philo- 
sophical and original when he character- 
‘{zes the present depression in business as 


| never asks his father to accompany him, 


“psychological” and “not in anywise due to 


the tariff.” 

Webster defines psychology as “the sci- 
ence of the human soul.” Sir William Ham- 
{lton says it is the “science of the mind.” 
It is a distinction without a difference, be- 
cause Webster defines soul as “that part 
of man which enables him to think.” and 
he defines mind as “the puwer that con- 
ceives, judges or reasons; the entire spir- 
itual nature; the soul.” 

“Everything that affects human hopes 

and fears, that begets confidence and cour- 
ace, or distrust and shrinking is psycho 
logical.” 

President Wilson is right—although he 
does not know it—in saying that the cause 
of the present depression in business is 
psychological, for it is a state of 
mind. But it is a state of mind be 
gotten of a cause, and that cause is the 
experiments—the antics, so to speak—of 
Wilson and his Congress in industrial leg- 
islation. It is a state of mind which can- 
not be hypnotized from gloom into cheer- 
fulness and which cannot be dispelled by 
Christian Science or any kind of faith cure. 

The cotton or woolen spinner who has 
heen compelled by Wilson's tariff to close 
his factory; the lumber maker whose saws 
have ceased to scream: the Louisianan 
whose sugar mill is closed; the sheep own- 
er whose flocks will not pay for clipping; 
the farmer who has changed his crop from 
profitable beets to less profitable corn; the 
banker whose deposits and loans are both 
curtailed; the merchant whose shelves are 
loaded with American-made goods which 
foreign importations compel him-to sell at 
a loss; the capitalists who are menaced 
with bankruptcy, and the million workers 
who have lost their jobs are all in a de 
pressed state of mind which the Princeton 
philologist not inaccurately describes as 
“psychological.” 

The depression in business has been 
caused by Mr. Wilson's reckless meddling 
with business—mercantile, manufacturing, 
railroading, banking and agricultural bust- 
ness. With his tariff and trust laws he has 
plunged, and is plunging, them-al!l into the 
vortex of that uncertainty which is the 
direst foe of prosperity. 

Great industrial and commercial enter- 
prises—says the New York Times—are kept 
in an uncertain state of mind by the men- 
ace of restrictive legislation and too much 
“regulation” of what they can do and how 
they must do it. Those engaged in them 
de not know what to count upon, but they 
do know that some of the things proposed 
will hamper and embarrass their efforts 
and make business hardér and less profit- 
able to do. For the time being they are 
forced to get on “from hand to mouth” 
until they know how things are coming out, 
and then they will have to do the best they 
can. 

If President Woodrow Wilson would only 
consent to psychologize into his swollen 
cabesa tlie idea that business men under- 
stand the conditions under which business 
can be successfully conducted a great deal 
better than he ever did or ever can or ever 
will there would be greater hope for the 
land. 

Oh, how the man in the White House 
needs a mind cure!

| BRINGING UP PARENTS.

Every now and then the persistent 
thought strikes me that children are not 
as careful and judicious about bringing up 
their parents as they used to be. They ate 
letting them run wild and hunt for them- 
selves, and there is a mutual carelessness 
and irresponsibility in which the tie of re 
lationship is well-nigh lost. They trot along 
in vagabond independence of one affother. 

When Tom goes to the prize fight he 


and when Mabel frescoes herself and spins 
out to the dance hall for a little souse she 
never thinks of taking poor mother along. 
Instead of that the old lady has to flock 
by herself or else go off to the Bugenics 
Club, where they tango, talk and take tea. 
The old man keeps his private box of cigars, 
and the offspring has his own cellarette in 
his den. Even the brother and sister fail 
to travel in pairs and after the whistle 
blows they all scurry in different paths— 
perhaps to meet again at the breakfast ta- 
ble, provided they all get home. 

In former years the father of the flock 
was invariably held responsible for the 
debts and damages of his young down to 
the last picayune, and this obligation con- 
tinued until the offspring reached men’s 
estate, but nowadays Tom's bar bill or cigar 
account is never sent to the old man, even 
if it passes quite beyond the youth's ca- | 
pacity for liquidation. The girls work the 
head of the house for many expense items 
aside from their apparel, but nevertheless 
there are many things that the senior wots 
not of. 

Within the last few days the news col- 
umne have recorded half a dosea local im 
stances in which girls of tender years but 
tough impulses have been involved with 
men of varying age with the unpleasant 
results of arrests, punishment and, worst 
of all, publicity. Possibly if these juve 
niles had had their mothers along with 
them some of these unsavory incidents 
would never have happened. Nothing so 
discourages promiscuous and unprofitable 
love-making as having the old lady around, 
butting in for her share or else wanting to 
know what it’s all about. 

Besides the publicity the male offenders 
are also oft punished by the law—punished 
sometimes beyond their just deserts. 
It would seem that no punishment could be 
too severe, and yet the way some of these 

ittle buds participate in the chase it is 
hard for a red-blooded person to be a gen- 
tleman and still scorn their advances. A 
susceptible young man ought really to be 
chained in the cellar nights to spare him 
from the desperate allurements of these 
baby-faced wantons. 

Another factor in the strained relation- 
ships of families is noted. Nowadays when 
a boy doesn't like his father or objects to 
his behavior he draws his trusty gun and 
shoots him so full of boles that he leaks 
all over the place. Then he calmly sits 
down and telephones for the Coroner. I! 
am not yet 90 years old, but I can still 
remember. the time when it was consid- 
ered poor taste for any lad to assassinate 
his parent. He would be at least suspended 
from school or have his amjllery taken 
awey from him. But nowadays when the 
remains are cleaned up and the house tidied 
a bit the neighbors begin to send in flowers. 

'n other days the old man was frequently 
boss of the flock. There was such a thing 
as corporal punishment, and old-fogy preach- 
ers would sometimes talk about sparing 
the rod and spoiling the child. If a youth 
cursed in the hearing of his elders or threw 
rocks through the kitchen window the 
father would lead him firmly to the barn 
and paddle him with a barrel stave or a 
strap until his yeips could be heard for a 
city block. Possibly the parent might ex- 
cuse himself by saying it hurt him worse 
than his offspring, but he knew better all 
the time, and for the next few days the 
boy would have welts on the base of his 
carcass that looked as if he had sat on a 
hot gridiron. 

The girls got theirs, too. Even a young 
lady of 18 was not wholly immupe from a 
real spankine. and many a mother four 
thousand miles from Sparta has warmed 
up a recreant datighter when occasion 
seemed to demand it—and has polished a 
bed-siat in the doing. In these days if 
mother should really attempt to chastise 
little Mabel that sophisticated child would 
either havughtily leave the house or tele 
phone for the police. 

Mabel carries her own latch key now 
and when she gets through her tangoing 
and all the other places are closed she is 
brought home in a taxicab by some man - 
whose name she cannot row recall. To 
ride half the night in a sizzling motor car 
with a flirtatious stranger is no unusual ex- 
perience to Mabel and the parents have 
adopted the simple and frictionless system 
of letting her have her own way and se- 
lecting her own companionship and envi- 
ronment. If anybody should sive Mabel 
one of Louisa M. Alcott’s books or ask 
her to go to Sunday-school she would snort: 
“Gee! none of the dead ones for me.” She 
has heard that white slaves ride in Pullman 
cars and eat highly-spiced food and she 
wantes to grow up and be one. 

There is a sudden jolt when the tragedy 
comes and the parents sniffle and exclaim: 
“Who could have thought it of our Mabel?” 

Well, everybody else on the street thought 
it and knew it, but of course had not said 
anything about it because they were not 
hunting for trouble. Nothing can be more 
cutting and disagreeable than a mother 
who knows her Mabel is a perfect little 
Viggen if she is a souse and a cigarette 
fiend. 

It is: the general belief that the world is 
growing better, and high-priced divines are 
weekly delivering sermons along these al 
truistic lines. But perhaps it is not wholls 
true. Maybe it is the viewpoint that is 
changing. It is like the evanescence of 
party platforms. What one generation 
views with alarm the next points to with 
pride. The girl of the kitchen, the sewing 
circle and the prayer meeting is displaced 
by the one of the dance-hall, the hiehball 
and the cigarette. Yet she is viewed with 
the same complacent admiration on the 
part of parents and acquaintances, and it 
is only when the notoriety of courts and 
public prints attach to her that there is an 
awakening. 

If society and the law. were to hold par- 
ents strictly responsible for the frailties 
‘and the shortcomings of their children 
there would at least be a more careful su- 
pervision of them. They might occasion- 
ally know where they are at all events. 
Tt would be pretty hard on the old man 
for a week or two, but the exercise might 
do him good.

GRACE & COMPANY WILL TAKE 
TEHUANTEPEC ROUTE. 


Eight Steamers for Freight and 
Passengers Will Operate Between 
Mexican Isthmus and American, 
New Zealand and Australian Ports. 
Calis Here Assured, Say Agents. 


Announcement was made here yes- 
terday by agents of W. R. Grace & 
Co. ef the creation of a North Pa- 
cific line, with service by a fleet of 
eight large veasels between this and 


other principal ports on the Pacific 


side of North and South America 
and Australia and New Zealand. 

The arrival of the first vessel! of the 
new service at this port depends, ac- 
cording to M. R. and CC. H. McLaurin, 
the Grace agents here, on the release 
of the mammoth tonnage now clut- 
tering the Salina Cruz terminal of the 
Tehuantepec National Railway. It is 
this railroad that is to furnish the in- 
greas for tonnage from the Atlantie 
side of this continent and from Eu- 


rope. 

incidentally, the advent of the North 
Pacific line into the water-carrying 
field of the Pacific, both as a connec- 
tion of the Tehuantepec Rallway and 
as a trfficker &® the South Seas, em- 
phasizes a new alignment of shipping 
interests. The American-Hawalian 
Company lately severed its traffic ar- 
rangements with the 


with the Panama Railroad, prepara- 
tory to routing its boats through the 
canal as soon as the big ditch it 


opened. 
This left the Tehuantepec Railway 


in a position to make advantageous 


tenders to some new steamship com- 
pany and pdved the way for the Grace 
company's advent as a competitor with 
British and colonia! interests for the 
growing business between the Amer- 
ican continent and Australian and 
New Zealand ports. 

According to the information fur- 
nished Messrs. McLaurin, the fleet of 
the North Pacific line will consist of 
eight veasels of about 8000 tons dead 
weight carrying capacity each. 
all have passenger accommodations, 
the service will be mixed freight and 
passenger eventually, though as 4a 
starter, attention will be given nearly 
exclusively to the freight business. 

In connection with the new serv- 
ice, the Grace company plans to ex- 
tend its European’ service. One 
steamer of the company is now load- 
ing a mixed cargo at Antwerp for 
this Coast. A 10,000-ton motor boat 
is also nearing 
fleet, while it is rumored that contracts 
will shortly be placed for the building 
afi additional vessels for the European 

t. 

Salina Cruz will be the headquarters 
of the North Pacific line. Service 
will extend south from there to 
Guayaquil, Callao, atid Valpariso. 
There wil] also be direct service to 
Auckland, Sydney, Melbourne, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, and later to 
Seattle. 

“An inbound service to Los Angeles 
will be maintained,” said M. F. Mce- 
Laurin yesterday. “Outbound service 
will be offered provided we are as- 
sured 600 tons of freight for each 
boat. Personally, I feel that this ton- 
nage will be assured, as the calls at 
this port will be at sufficient intervals 
so that opportunity will be provided 
to accumulate freight."

EXPONENTS SHOW FALLACY OF 
PRESENT SYSTEM, 


Man Can Be Arrested Three Times 
and Jailed for Speeding in a Four- 
Hour Trip Out of Los Angeles and 


Not Travel More Than Twenty 
Miles an Hour. 


A concerted movement to make unl- 
form laws governing automobile traf- 
fic in California was begun yesterday 
by the Automobile Club of Southern 


California, the State Highway Com- 


mission, the county grand jury, the 
Automobile Dealers’ Association, and 
the traffic branch of the police de- 
partment. 

A score of representatives from 
these organizations met yesterday 


afternoon in the grand jury chambers 


in the Hall of Records and took up 


the matter. 


Under the law at present it is pos- 
sible for a man to take his family for 
a ride, and without exceeding twenty 
miles an hour, land in jail in three 
or four hours. There is a law in some 
localities which provides only for im- 
prisonment for a third violation of a 


speed ordinance. 


In speaking of the question, Deputy 
District Attorney Hammon said: 
“Leaving Los Angeles, an automobile 
driver would commit his first offense 
by driving at twenty miles an hour 
through some small community that 
had fixed twelve miles asa its limit. 
The next town might have a limit of 
fifteen miles. This is the second vio- 
lation. Then, if the man takes his 
family to Anaheim he encounters a 
law that fixes seven miles an hour 
as the maximum. Our friend would 
then land in jail.” .

Dr. Sara Morris of Santa Monica, 

83 years young, pioneer suffragist and

She told us about attend- 
ing the first woman's club in Boston 
presided over by Julia Ward Howe 
and their famous “pun days,” when 
no one was permitted to talk anything 
but pure nonsense. She recounted 
with a relish that was contagious the 
way Mrs. Livermore burlesqued one 
of Emerson's essays on such an occa- 
rion when the serious philosopher was 
present in person, and how another 
member had the temerity to parody 
one of his poems.

IS OWN LETTER 
MUTE WITNESS.

THE TIMES, June 13.—Capt. Joseph 
H. Griffiths of the army quartermas- 
ter corps, who is before a colrt- 
martial at the Presidio on the charge 
of embezzling more than $8000 of gov- 
ernment funds while stationed in Seat- 
tle, testified today. Before Capt 
Dennis P. Quinlan, judge advocate of 
the court, had cross-examined him 
very long; he acknowledged he had 
taken government money. He testi- 
fied, however, he had no intention of 
keeping the money. He had ab- be 
stracted it merely as a “temporary 
obligation.” 


This acknowledgement was made 


after Capt. Quinien had obtained from 
the accused a virtual surrender of his 
defense that he was weak-minded and 
under a terrible mental strain at the 
time of the alleged defalcation, and 


#0 was not responsible. He aiso sur- 
rendered his defense that his first con- | 
feasion in Seattle was not voluntary. 


Not once during his statements on 


the stand, however, did Griffiths in- 
timate the amount that he had made 
away with, but this point was brought 
out in documentary evidence when a 
letter written by the accused to Mrs. 
Virginia Bramhall of Portland, Or., 
was introduced. Mra. Bramhall was 
@ financial backer of Griffiths in his 
big timber deal and the one to whom 
he surrendered all his rights and titles 
in the deal when the crash came. In 
the letter Griffiths asked the woman 
to surrender $8800 to the government 
should she recover that amount over 
and above her own losses, thus form- 
ing what is believed to be a splendid | 
case for the government, Inasmuch as 


the court got before it an acknowl- 


edgement of guilt and evidence as to 
the amount Griffiths considered him- 
self short.in his accounts. 


Griffiths was cool and collected on 


the witness stand. His air was as- 
sured and he spoke as if his eaplana- 


tion that he intended to return the 


money taken as sufficient to clear him 


before any court-martial. 
Lieut. George E. Price, an attor- 
ney and on the retired list of the 


army, who is defending Griffiths, and 


Capt. Quinlan enlivened the proceed- 
ings with an extended argument over 
the question raised by Price that Grif- 
fithe was without counsel when he 
made his Seattle confession and also 
the matter of a couple of depositions 
stirred up considerable argument be- 
tween the opposing counse!l. 

The court-martial adjourned until 
Wednesday. At that time Capt. Quin- 
lan may call Griffiths to the stand 
again for cross-examination, but other 
than this the evidence is believed to 
be all in.

REDDING (Cal.) June 12.—The 
fourth and greatest eruption dof 
steam and smoke from the new open- 
ing near the peak of Mt. Lassen, at 
the foot of the Shasta range, occurred 
late today.
